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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The examiner has carefully reviewed the after final amendment and remarks. Applicant has amended claims 
1, 13 and 14 to include limitations not previously presented. Thus, further search and consideration is required since the scope of the 
claims has changed. Further, applicant argues that an additional limitation, "for removing blockage from a blood vessel" in the apparatus 
claims defines over the prior art. However, applicant is reminded that functional language does not hold patentable weight in apparatus 
claims. Thus, so long as the device in the prior art is capable in some way of achieving the limitation, it meets the limitation. Applicant 
is advised to incorporate structural limitations to define over the prior art in order to more clearly claim the invention. Applicant's 
arguments seem to rely on the device of the current invention being an "all-in-one device." However, structural limitations that preclude 
devices that are not "all-in-one" are required. Nonetheless, the amendments change the scope of the claims, requiring further search and 
consideration, wherein given the change of scope different art may apply. 
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
